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PREFACE. 


This  book  of  folk  dances  is  published  for  the  sole  purpose  of  placing  in  the 
hands  of  the  teachers  of  the  public  schools  and  playgrounds  in  New  York  City  a 
description  and  the  appropriate  music  for  the  folk  dances  of  the  course  of  study 
and  those  which  have  been  approved  from  time  to  time  as  good  physical  training 
procedure. 

No  attempt  is  made  to  justify  their  use  or  the  grading  which  is  used  or 
suggested,  nor  is  any  scientific  or  theoretical  end  to  be  served  by  this  collection. 
It  is  intended  to  be  useful.  All  these  dances  have  been  used  with  success  in  this 
city  and  may  be  employed  under  like  circumstances  with  the  prospect  of  like  success. 

This  collection  is  the  result  of  the  earnest  and  efficient  work  of  the  teach- 
ers of  physical  training  and  the  class  teachers  in  the  New  York  City  schools,  whose 
devoted  efforts  have  developed  folk  dancing  in  its  legitimate  sphere  to  the  great 
benefit  and  joy  of  many  thousands  of  children.  It  is  in  recognition  of  their  fun- 
damental part  in  the  development  of  this  phase  of  physical  training,  and  on  their 
behalf,  that  this  book  is  issued. 

Acknowledgment  for  descriptions  of  individual  dances  is  made  in  the  text. 
Especial  recognition  is  due  to  the  services  of  Miss  Bessie  K.  Marsh,  Miss  Maud 
Edmunds,  William  H.  Harper,  Henry  J.  Silverman,  and  Harry  Sperling,  who  have 
rewritten  many  dances;  and  to  Miss  Ellen  Hope  Wilson,  who  has  assisted  in  col- 
lecting the  material.

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INTRODUCTION. 


Folk  dances  have  come  to  fill  an  important  place  in  physical  training. 
They  range  in  character  from  the  simple  song  play  in  which  the  accompanying 
action  may  be  descriptive  of  some  trade  to  the  highly  developed  collection  of 
movements  which  are  not  descriptive  of  anything  in  particular,  save  the  pure 
joy  of  life  in  rhymthmic  exercise.  In  varying  degrees  are  found  the  elements 
of  song,  play,  drama,  and  vigorous  muscular  work.  For  our  purpose,  it  is  nec- 
essary to  make  a  careful  choice  of  material,  as  many  dances  are  very  evidently 
inappropriate  for  scholastic  and  administrative  reasons. 

Folk  dances  should  serve  only  their  legitimate  purpose,  viz :  recreation  and 
other  results  supposed  to  be  derived  from  informal  gymnastics.  Of  course,  no 
one  expects  that  the  educational,  corrective,  and  disciplinary  results  which  we  can 
best  obtain  from  formal  gymnastics,  will  ever  be  supplied  by  the  folk  dances,  nor 
do  we  wish  them  to  subserve  the  functions  of  athletics,  athletic  games,  or  even 
aesthetic  dancing.  They  supply  a  charming  addition  to  our  physical  training 
procedure  and  we  can  expect  large  results  from  their  intelligent  use.

Measure  3.  Pull  hands  apart  and  jerk  elbows  backward  twice.  "  Pulling  thread 
tight." 

Measure  4.     Clap  hands  three  times. 

Repeat  measures  1  to  4.  On  measure  4  hammer  the  fists  three  times.  "  Driv- 
ing the  peg." 

Measures  5-8.  Join  inside  hands,  outside  hands  on  hips.  Skip  around  the  ring. 
Simple  polka  may  be  used. 

Eepeat  from  beginning. 
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CHILDREN'S   POLKA.

Formation.  Single  circle.  Partners  face  each  other.  Join  hands,  arms  extended 
at  sides,  shoulder  high. 

Measures  1-8.  Glide  polka  towards  centre  —  slide,  close,  slide,  close,  three  run- 
ning steps  in  place.  Repeat  moving  outward  two  measures.  Repeat  the 
whole  step  four  measures. 

Measures  9-12.  Clap  thighs  with  both  hands.  Clap  own  hands  in  slow  time. 
Clap  partners'  hands  three  times  in  quick  time.     Repeat. 

Measures  13-14.  Point  right  toe  forward,  place  right  elbow  in  left  hand,  and 
shake  linger  at  partner  three  times.     Repeat  left. 

Measure  15.     Turn  complete  circle  right,  with  four  jumps.

Measures  1-8.  Clap  hands,  hook  right  arms,  polka,  stamping  on  first  step,  and 
turning  in  place.

Measures  9-16.  Number  one  dances  backward  with  four  hop  steps,  number 
two  follows,  moving  forward.  Repeat,  number  one  moving  forward,  num- 
ber two  backward. 

Measures  1 7-24.     Polka  forward. 

Eepeat  from  beginning. 
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THE    IRISH    LILT. 

The  steps  of  this  dance  are  arranged  in  order  of  difficulty,  the  easier  first,  as 
used  in  the  public  high  schools  of  Greater  New  York.  The  order  may  be 
changed.  Each  step  with  its  "  break"  can  be  done  to  any  eight  measures. 
Any  formation. 

Steps. 

1.  Forward  Kock.  4.     Leg  Twist  and  Kick. 

2.  Kick.  5.     Side  Step. 

3.  Toe  and  Heel.  6.     Kick  and  Change. 

Break  —  a  connecting  step. 

Before  teaching  this  dance  the  preliminary  step,  Sideward  Rock,  may  be  used  to 
advantage  to  establish  the  rhythm. 

Sideward    Rock. 

From  position  with  heels  together  and  hands  on  hips,  on  count  one,  hop  and  raise 
right  leg  sideways.  On  count  two,  hop  and  bring  right  leg  under  body 
and  raise  left  leg  sideways.     One  measure. 

Repeat  rapidly  to  music. 

First   Step  —  Forward   Rock. 

Similar  to  '  Sideward  Rock  '  except  that  plane  of  movement  is  changed  from  side- 
ward to  forward  and  back.  On  count  one,  hop  with  weight  on  left  foot, 
raising  right  foot  backward.  On  count  two,  hop  on  right  foot  and  raise 
left  foot  forward,  one  measure. 

Repeat  up  to  twelve  counts  ( six  measures ),  always  raising  left  foot  forward  and 
right  foot  backward. 

After  the  twelfth  count,  by  means  of  the  '  Break  '  ( one  measure ),  bring  the  right 
foot  forward  and  repeat  the  step  with  '  Break. ' 

Break. 

On  count  one,  spring  and  spread  feet.  On  count  two,  spring  and  bring  feet  to- 
gether again.  On  count  three,  hop  and  raise  left  leg  backward.  On 
count  four,  hop  and  kick  left  leg  forward.     Two  measures. 

Practise  this  movement  thoroughly.  After  having  learned  it  the  '  Break '  is  not 
used  as  a  separate  step  but  is  used  to  connect  the  various  steps,  and  to 
connect  the  first  and  second  halves  of  each  step.  For  example,  when  the 
twelfth  count  in  the  first  half  of  '  Forward  Rock '  is  reached,  the  left  foot

is  forward  in  the  air ;  the  feet  should  then  be  spread  ( count  one  of  the 
'  Break ' ),  brought  together  again  ( count  two ),  the  right  leg  raised  in 
back  (count  three),  then  brought  forward  (count four ),  ready  to  be  placed 
on  the  ground  for  the  first  count  of  the  second  half  of  the  '  Forward  Rock,' 
which  is  done  with  the  right  foot  forward.  The  same  process  is  gone 
through  with  at  the  end  of  the  step  in  order  to  bring  the  left  leg  in  posi- 
tion to  start  the  next  step. 

Second   Step — Kick. 

Two  counts  to  each  foot. 

On  count  one,  spring  and  raise  left  leg  backward.  On  count  two,  spring  and  kick 
left  leg  forward  outward.  On  count  three,  spring  to  left  and  raise  right 
leg  backward.     On  count  four,  spring  and  kick  right  leg  forward  outward. 

Continue  to  twelfth  count  ( six  measures),  then  do  'Break '  for  four  counts  (two 
measures),  then  repeat  step  with  '  Break.' 

Third  Step  —  Toe  and  Heel. 

Four  counts  to  each  side.     Twelve  counts  —  six  measures. 

On  count  one,  spring  and  face  to  right,  stretching  left  leg  backward,  but  to  left 
of  starting  position  and  placing  left  toe  on  floor.  On  count  two,  spring 
and  about  face  to  left,  rotating  left  leg  and  placing  left  heel  where  toe  was. 
On  count  three,  spring  and  face  to  front,  placing  left  toe  on  floor  near  right 
foot.  On  count  four,  spring  and  kick  left  leg  forward  outward.  On  count 
five,  spring  and  land  on  left  leg,  facing  to  left  with  right  leg  extended 
and  toe  on  floor.  On  counts  six,  seven  and  eight,  proceed  as  with  left 
leg.  On  counts  nine  to  twelve,  repeat  with  left  leg.  Then  '  Break  '  and 
start  with  right  leg  for  twelve  more  counts  ( six  measures)  and  '  Break.' 

Fourth  Step  —  Leg  Twist  and  Kick. 

Similar  to  the  '  Toe  and  Heel '  except  that  the  toe  and  heel  of  extended  leg  are 
not  placed  on  the  floor.  The  pointing  out  of  this  similiarity  will  aid  in 
teaching  the  step.  Four  counts  to  each  side.  Twelve  counts  —  six 
measures. 

On  count  one,  spring  and  face  to  right,  raising  left  leg  backwards.  On  count  two, 
spring  and  about  face  to  left,  rotating  left  leg,  but  keeping  it  pointed  in 
same  direction,  with  knee  slightly  bent.  On  count  three,  spring  and  place 
left  toe  near  right  foot.  On  count  four,  spring  and  kick  left  leg  outward. 
On  count  five,  spring  to  left  foot  and  face  to  left,  raising  right  leg  back- 
ward. On  counts  six,  seven  and  eight,  same  as  with  left  leg.  On  counts 
nine  to  twelve,  with  right  leg.  Then  '  Break  '  four  counts  —  two  measures. 
Repeat,  starting  with  left  leg. 
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Fifth  Step — Side  Step. 

Eight  steps  to  two  counts —  one  measure,  instead  of  four  as  in  the  other  "steps." 
On  count  one,  place  left  leg  across  in  front  of  right  leg  and  left  foot  on  floor 
to  right  of  right  foot.  On  count  two,  place  right  foot  to  right  of  left 
foot,  but  in  back.  On  count  three,  again  move  left  foot  past  right  to 
right.  On  count  four,  again  move  right  foot  past  left  to  right.  On  count 
five,  again  move  left  foot  past  right  to  right.  On  count  six,  again  move 
right  foot  past  left  to  right.  On  count  seven,  again  move  left  foot  past 
right  to  right.  On  count  eight,  hop  on  left  foot  and  slightly  backward, 
swinging  the  right  leg  forward.  On  count  nine,  place  right  foot  to  left  of 
left  foot  in  front.  On  count  ten,  move  left  foot  to  left.  On  counts  eleven 
to  fifteen,  proceed  as  in  first  seven  counts,  but  toward  the  left,  starting 
the  right  foot  in  front.  On  count  sixteen,  hop  on  right  foot  and  swing 
left  leg  forward.  On  counts  seventeen  to  twenty-four,  as  in  first  eight 
counts.  Then  '  Break '  and  bring  right  leg  forward  and  proceed  for 
twenty-four  counts  —  twelve  measures. 

The  idea  in  this  step  is  to  take  short  steps  sideways  very  rapidly,  changing 
direction  every  eighth  count  with  a  hop. 

Sixth  Step  —  Kick  and  Change. 

On  count  one,  spring  and  place  left  toe  back  of  right  heel.  On  count  two,  spring 
and  kick  left  leg  diagonally  forward.  On  count  three,  spring  and  place 
weight  on  left  foot  and  raise  right  leg  backward.  On  count  four,  hop 
with  left  leg,  and  still  hold  right  leg  up  in  back.  On  count  five,  hop 
with  left  leg,  and  place  right  toe  back  of  left  heel.  On  count  six,  spring 
and  kick  right  leg  diagonally  forward.  On  count  seven,  spring  to  right 
and  raise  left  leg  backward.  On  count  eight,  hop  with  right  foot,  holding 
right  leg  up  in  back.  On  counts  nine  to  twelve,  as  in  first  four  counts. 
Then  '  Break, '  and  repeat,  starting  with  right  toe. 

Each  step  should  start  to  the  left  and  continue  for  twelve  beats.  Then  the 
'Break' should  come  in  for  four  beats  bringing  the  right  leg  forward; 
the  step  then  resumed  for  twelve  counts  starting  to  the  right,  and  fin- 
ishing with  the  'Break,'  preferably  stamping  with  the  left  leg  on  the 
fourth  count  instead  of  swinging  it  forward.

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THE  OXEN  DANCE. 

(OXDANSEN.) 

This  dance  had  its  origin  in  the  beginning  of  the  last  century,  when  at  the  col- 
lege in  Karlstad,  Sweden,  the  freshmen,  nicknamed  "  Oxen,"  were  made 
to  perform  the  dance  before  the  sophomores.  Hence  the  name  "  The 
Oxen  Dance." 


Formation.  The  dancers  (A  and  B)  stand  facing  each  other  about  two  steps 
apart,  hands  on  hips.  If  there  are  several  dancers,  they  form  two  lines 
facing  each  other.

A  takes  another  short  step  to  the  right,  stamps  with  left  foot 
twice  beside  the  right  one,  at  the  same  time  turning  the  head  forward 
and  gradually  placing  the  hands  on  chest,  elbows  at  shoulder  level. 

Measure  19.  A  again  extends  his  arms,  turns  head  to  left,  swinging  left  leg 
sideward  as  described  for  the  right,  then  takes  a  large  step  to  the  left 
and  places  right  foot  beside  the  left.  The  left  foot  is  not  placed  on  the 
floor  until  the  third  beat. 

Measure  20.  A  takes  a  short  step  to  the  left  and  places  right  foot  beside  the 
left,  turning  head  forward  and  placing  hands  on  hips. 

Measures  21-24.  Repeat.  B  dances  in  the  same  way  at  the  same  time,  but 
begins  to  the  left  side.

The  women  in  the  province  Dalcarlia  in  Sweden  are  commonly  called  kullor 
(plural),  kulla  (singular).  This  dance  originated  in  Dalcarlia,  hence 
the  name. 

Formation.  It  is  best  to  number  the  gentlemen  —  1,  2,  3,  4,  etc.  Whatever 
lady  the  gentleman  dances  with  during  the  dance  will  have  the  same 
number  as  the  gentleman  she  happens  to  have  as  her  partner. 


Figure  I. 

Each  gentleman  invites  a  lady,  and  the  couples  form  a  ring  with  the  ladies  on 
the  right  side  of  the  gentlemen  and  nearest  the  centre  of  the  ring.  The 
gentlemen  face  about  and  take  one  step  backward,  partners  thus  standing 
diagonally  opposite  each  other.  All  place  hands  on  hips,  regular  danc- 
ing position.  Each  one  places  right  foot  straight  forward,  turn  left  about 
face  on  right  heel  and  toes  of  left  foot  and  bow  to  the  one  behind,  singing: 
"Will  you  not  dance?"  Then  when  the  words:  "I  surely  will"  are  sung, 
they  turn  about  and  bow  to  partners.  At  the  words:  "And  we'll  be  danc- 
ing" all  again  face  about  and  bow  as  in  the  beginning.  When  the  words: 
"With  lassie"  are  sung,  all  again  turn  forwards  and  bow  to  partners.  Ee- 
peat.  While  the  words:  "Lassie,  lassie,  lassie,  lassie,  lassie,  lass"  are 
sung  twice,  all  hop  with  springing,  feet  forward  alternately.  At  the  word 
"clap"  all  clap  their  hands  once  and  then  dance  around  with  partners 
while  singing :  "  We  are  dancing  with  lassie." 

The  gentlemen  then  take  a  step  forward,  thus  changing  partners.

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A  RUSSIAN  DANCE. 

(  KOMARINSKAJA.) 

The  Russian  "  Komarinskaja "  is  composed  of  an  almost  unlimited  number  of 
steps  from  which  the  dancer  makes  his  own  selection  according  to  his 
ability  or  inclination.  Many  of  these  steps  call  for  great  strength  and 
agility  on  the  part  of  the  dancer  and  arc  usually  executed  only  by  men. 

The  steps  here  described  have  been  selected  from  a  large  number  and  simplified, 
so  that  they  may  be  easily  understood  and  put  to  practical  use  by  men 
in  the  gymnasium. 

The  music,  "  Cerdetschni,"  is  a  Russian  folk  melody,  having  two  distinct  strains 
of  eight  measures  each.  In  the  description  of  the  following  steps,  the 
count — one,  and,  two,  and — is  indicated. 


First  Step. 

Measure  1.  With  the  left  hand  on  the  hip,  right  arm  extended  forward,  palm 
up  and  right  leg  extended  forward,  toes  up,  step  forward  with  right 
foot,  the  heel  touching  the  floor  first  (one),  close  the  left  foot  to  the 
right  (and),  ctep  forward  with  right  foot  (two),  raise  the  left  leg  forward, 
toes  up  (and). 

Measure  2.  Repeat  same,  beginning  with  the  left  foot  and  swinging  the  ex- 
tended right  arm  across  the  body  toward  the  left,  palm  down. 

Measures  3-8.  Continue  alternating  right  and  left  and  finish,  arms  folded,  with 
three  stamps  in  place.     Left  (one),  right  (and),  left  (two),  pause. 

In  executing  this  step  move  forward  and  around  in  a  circle,  returning  to  original 
position  Avhere  the  three  stamps  are  made.  The  steps  should  be  long  and 
skimming,  the  arm  should  be  swung  laterally  from  side  to  side,  the  head 
thrown  back  and  turned  toward  the  right,  and  the  body  turned  from  side 
to  side  in  the  direction  of  the  swinging  arm.

At  the  end  of  the  introduction,  numbers  one  and  six  jump  in  place   swinging 

arms  up  to  position.

Double  Kick  and  Side-Step.

Finish. 

Repeat  Jumping  Jacks  and  Cobbler  to  the  desired  side  until  all  are  in  column. 
Those  already  in  place  should  do  the  Cobbler  till  all  are  in  line.
